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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The claims are rejected under the same grounds 
as presented in the final office action. The arguments presented in the after final amendment are not persuasive, Applicant first alleges 
that the prior art fails to teach generating a linking value, generating a linking value, the applicant appears to be arguing not that a pointer 
in not a linking value, but the pointer is not generated. However, the pointer must be generated in order to be used. Applicant also argues 
that the annotation data is not consolidated, but the applicants arguments rely on subject matter not claimed and consolidation using the 
broadest reasonable definition simple means to bring together which is done in the system of bays, if applicant intends consolidation to be 
used in this manner the applicant should amend the claims to Include consolidating the annotation information into a single field.
